DUTY ON LIQUOR AND 
TOBACCO 


On and from October, 29th 
1945 duty will be collected upon 
Liquor and ‘Tobacco under the 
Dutiable Commodities, Ordinance 
(No. 36 of 1031). The rates of 
duty are those in force on Decem- 
ber dst 1941. 


Persons or firms holding stocks 
of Liquor over 4 gallons in’ the 
case of European Liquor and 
over 50 gallons in’ the case of 
Chinese Liquor are required to 
declare these stocks, stating 

(a) the type or kind of liquor 

(4) the number of bottles or 

other containers for each 
type, 

(c) the number’ of yallons of 

each type; and 


(d) the place where the liquor 
reported is stored. 


If the declarer holds evidence 
that duty was paid on all or part 
of this liquor before December 
8th 1941 or to the Japanese 
Administration he should state 
the nature of the evidence and 
the amount of liquor involved. 

Persons or firms holding stocks 
of tobacco, other than stocks of 
cigarettes and smoking tobacco 
less than 20 pounds in total 
weight held by licensed retailers 
on their premises, are required to 
declare these stocks, stating 

(a) the type of tobacco; 

(o) the amount in pounds or 
thousands in the case of 
cigars or cigarettes; and 

(c) the place where the tobacco 
is now stored, 


Duty will be charged on all 
stocks of Liquor arid Tobacco 
over and above the limits or 
exceptions stated above other 
than goods which are in General 
Bonded Warehouses or other 
approved storage. 


Failure to declare stocks of 
Liquor snd Tobscco will render 
them liable to seizure and con- 
fiscation as Dutiable Goods, 


Declarations must bo handed 
in at this office by noon on
